General Operation 



Playback /Pause 

• Press PLAY to turn the unit on. 
Playback then starts automatically from 
the first track. 

• In stop mode, press PLAY to start play- 
back of selected track. Current track 
number, elapsed playback time and 
encoded bit rate show on display.
